extended to women. 
There is and can 
be no party issue involved in it. Both 
of our national parties are pledged, 
explicitly pledged, to equality of suf­ 
frage for the women of the country 
Neither party, therefore, it seems to 
me, can justify hesitation as to the 
method of obtaining it. can rightfully 
hesitate'to substitute federal initiative 
for state initiative if the early adop­ 
tion of this measure is necessary to 
the successful prosecution of the war 
and if the method state action pro­ 
posed in the party platform of 191b is 
impracticable within any 
reasonable 
length of time, if practicable at all 
And its adoption is, to my judgment, 
clearly necessary to 
the 
successful 
prosecution of the war and the suc­ 
cessful realization of the objectives for 
which the war is being fought. 
That judgment I take the liberty of 
urging upon you writh solemn earnest­ 
ness for reasons which I shall state 
very frankly I hope will seem as con­ 
clusive to you as they seem to me. 
This is a people’s war and the peo­ 
ples thinking constitute 
its atm os­ 
phere and morale, not relations of the 
drawing room or political considera­ 
tion of the causes. 
If we are indeed 
democrats and wish to lead this world 
to democracy, we can ask other people 


nation and ours? We have made part­ 
ners of the women in this war; shall 
we admit them only to a partnership 
of suffering and sacrifice and toil and 
not to a partnership of privilege and 
right ? 
This war could not have been 
fought either by the other nations 
i engaged or by America if it had not 
been for the services of the women— 
services rendered in every sphere—not 
mrely in the fields of efforts in which 
we have been accustomed to see them 
work, but wherever men have worked 
and upon the very skirts and edges of 
the battle itself. 
“The women of American are too 
noble, and too intelligent and too de­ 
voted to be slackers, whether you give 
or withhold this thing that is mere 
justice; but I know the tnagic it will 
work in their thoughts and spirits if 
you give it to them. 
I propose it as I 
would propose to admit soldiers to 
the suffrage, the men fighting in the J 
field for our liberties and the liberties 
of the world, were they excluded. 
“That is my case. 
This is my ap­ 
peal- 
Many may deny its 
validity, 
if they choose, but no one can brush 
aside or answer the argum ents 
upon ' 
which it is based. The executive tasks 
of this war rest upon me. 
I ask that 
you lighten them and place 
in

hands instruments, spiritual 
instru­ 
m ents, which I do not now 
possess,

GROUP OF 144 AMERICAN AIR 
FIGHTERS FLY 44,510 MILES 


By Fred S. Ferguson. 


W ith the Am ericans W est of V er­ 
dun, Oct. I.— A group of 144 American 
airplanes has flown 
44,510 
miles— 
equal to traveling almost twice around 
the earth. 
In the struggle 371 fly 
ing hours have been crowded into two 
days. 
Such flying in the face of constant 
firing, is an indication of the wonder­ 
ful fighting, observing and 
bombing 
work the Americans are doing. 
Tons of explosive are being dropped 
on Mezeries, the key to the whole Ger­ 
man communication system in this 
region , as well 
as 
on 
Charlville, 
G randpre and Stain. 
All 
h an g ars 
and 
supply 
centers 
are 
being 
showered with bombs. 
Enem y troops 
are bombed and machine 
gunned 
in 
the roads. 
Observation balloons are 
harrassed and shot down. 
The air 
has been swept practically clean of 
boche pHmes.' P ursuit planes, w ork­ 
ing in big groups, 
participated 
in 
“shock action” fights, in which 20 or 
30. are 
involved. 
N ear tChapentry. 
eight boche planes 
were 
brought 
down iii a single fight Saturday. In 
another tw enty minute flight seven 
boches w°re sent whirling 
to 
the 
ground. 
One group of American av­ 
iators has 35 victories to its credit in 
three days' work. 
A group of 15 bombing planes, en 
route to fLe rear of German lines ie 
broad daylight, encountered a super­ 
ior pnemc force. 
Flying in close fo r­ 
mation 
th y Am ericans dropped 
all 
their bomb* to lighten their machines 
and m °ke-them maneuver more read ­ 
ily. 
Then they rushed a t the Ger- j 
mans, shooting down two and driving. 
off the remainder. 
They returned for* 
a new load of bombs, and flew hack 


over the same course they had first 
taken. 
Another group of bombers sighted 
some enemy troops marching along 
a road to reinforce the line where the 
French were attacking on the Ameri 
can left. 
They used up all 
their 
bombs on the column, then flew low 
and poured machine gun fire into the 
survivors. 
The killed and wounded 
a great number, scattering the others 
A flotilla of pursuit drove some Ger­ 
man artillerymen from their batteries 
with machine gun fire. 
One American plane took fire. Th 
observer crawled out on the wing. 
The pilot brought the machine safely 
to the ground. 
Enemy balloons are dived on without 
a shot being fired, until the American 
airman is within thirty yards of his 
target. 
Lieutenant Luke has 14 balloons to 
his credit since the start 
o* 
St. 
Mihiel attack. 
Eleven of these are 
officially confirmed. 
The others have 
been accredited to him. 
Fighting starts at dawn every 
and does not end until after 
dark. 
The machines leave the land with the 
aid of flares and searching lights. 
N ight balloon shooting is the new­ 
est sport. Our men always get two or 
fhree. 
Observers have been flying 
as low as fifty meters, working in 
conjunction with the infantry. 
This 
wark is being carried out by 
the 
greatest American air force yet con­ 
centrated. 
In the beginning 
the 
boche outnumbered us, three to two. 
hut aggressiveness has 
kept 
the 
enemy constantly on the defensive be­ 
hind his own lines. 
His losses have 
been so heavy and the Americans so 
slight, that even his original num eri­ 
cal superiority is now practically w ip­ 
ed out.
